"Gen Nite" 
Speakers Deal 
With Openings

For the first time, the Canadian 
Civil Service is making a direct 
bid to establish liaison between 
itself and the different colleges 
across Canada in order to bring 
its future personnel up to the high- 
est standard, as well as to make 
Canadians aware of the opportun! 
tics within their own country. This 
was effected at McGill through the 
second In a scries of "Gen-Nights" 
which was held last night in the 
Union Grill Room. 

Mr. Lochnan, who is the Public 
Relations Officer, dealt with the 
more general type of jobs, which 
are called administrative positions. 
At present, he explained, there is a 
recruiting campaign in this field 
for Junior Administrative assis 
tants. This closing date for appll 
cations is Feb. 4. 

The successful competitors will 
do work in which their education- 
al background is not Immediately 
applied. Instead they will be shift- 
ed to various departments, gaining 
general experience, and finally be 
placed in a permanent capacity, in 
which their interests and abilities 
will be one of the determining fac- 
tors. The initial salary is $175 a 
month with increases up to $2,400 a 
year. After that they are eligible 
for reclassification to a higher 
group. . Additional benefits are an 
18-day holiday and an equivalent 
period of sick leave, and a pen- 
sion, which after thirty-five years 
of service is 70 per cent, of the 
average salary over that time. 

Mr. Code spoke on the other, 
technical branch. He stressed the 
need of careful selection and of 
taking into consideration such fac- 
tors as initial starting salary, pros- 
pects for - advancement, and work- 
ing conditions. Unlike the admin- 
istrative field, students may get 
summer employment, particularly 
in scientific agriculture and engi- 
neering, thereby enabling them to 
have a higher starting salary, 
which ranges between $2100 and 
$2580, when they graduate.- 

Both Mr. Code and Mr. Lochnan 
stressed the importance of not. 
waiting until specific openings arc 
available. Instead it Is advisable 
to accept the opportunities of the 
moment, which will enable them 
to sec the broad scope of the whole 
field much better, but will in no 
way Impair their eligibility for fu- 
ture examinations.

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Bill of Rights? 

The opening of the third session of Canada's 
20th Parliament yesterday may have been re- 
ceived by nothing more than a cursory remark 
by the average citizen. However, included in 
the list of bills to be presented is ono deserving 
of more than the usual amptlnt of consideration, 
not only by the members who will decided on 
its suitability but the man in the street who 
will be affected most. This is the Bill of Rights 
which will be one of the group to be brought 
up by the Progressive Conservative members. 

We members of the British Commonwealth 
have long been protected by a so-called' British 
justice, ono of the most most remarkable of 
all judicial institutions. This system is the 
more remarkable for its extreme flexibility and 
for the success it has had since the days of the 
Magna Carta, the Petition of Rights and the 
many other progressive measures which endow 
us and guarantee to this day otir civil liberties. 

The difficulty will lie in which definition of 
the code of freedom the Parliament will adopt 
if it is to pass this Bill. For it has been shown 
that there can be as many definitions of this 
niost basic of all guarantees of personal integrity 
as there arc men and schools of thought. The 
aystem under which we now live has been the 
end result of innumerable variations throughout 
the centuries; it has been based on A series of 
precedents in court judgment handed down from 
génération to generation and never formally in- 
cjuded in a particular single document. The de- 
cision wc have to face, then, is whether wo are 
to have this system, i.e., whether we now con- 
aider it to be adequate — or whether we ate 
to follow an arrangement such as is noted in 
the American document designed to achieve the 
same purpose. The latter, however, has been 
ahown in some instances since its inception to 
be too rigid and an inhibitivc - of the flexibility 
which has been the reason- for success in the 
British system. 

The question resolves itself, in one phase, 
down to the consideration of the adequacy of 
our present scries of judicial decisions. We 
have seen through the years that the system 
can, work to the best advantage of the average 
citizen. However, in Canada of lale there have 
occurred several actions which can be considered 
without the bounds of governmental jurisdiction 
and definitely a denial of the basic civil liberties 
of some members of the community. Included 
among these is the action of the Federal gov- 
ernment in the deportation of Japanese-Cana- 
dians in order to satisfy the bigotry of some 
groupi under the guise of a war.measure. Then, 
closer to this campus, we have noted with dis- 
may the passage of a Padlock Law in Quebec 
designed to fight sedition in the form of Com- 
munism but not necessarily confined to that 
particular political view. And, recently, Que- 
bec-* has been the scene of still another denial 
of a fundamental right of freedom of religion 
with the action of the government toward the 
Witnesses of Jehovah. 

Certainly these latter acts are not in accord 
with the idea of British freedom as it was origin- 
ally set out. , That they are not the fault of 
the system but of their interpreters is obvious. 
The question we must decide on, as stated above 
is whether we desire to maintain the present 
system and follow its concept* properlv, or whe- 
ther we must have a rigid list of guarantees. 
The first has been shown to work — and work 
properly. It will be to our advantage to con- 
tinué on the present path but only in such a way 
that the freedoms which it guarantees are avail- 
able to every law-abiding citizen.— À.K.

Russian Operatic Arias 

VICTOR M-1073— 3-12" discs . 

RCA Victor hat itsued a new album of Russian 
Arlat, featuring the basso voice of Alexander Kip- 
nit. Thit it the third of Mr. Klpnis' Russian al- 
bums, the others being his Russian Folk Songs and 
hit «élections from Boris Godounov. These two 
albums were excellently received, and thit third Is 
In every way their equal. 

Two telectiont in thit album are of exceptional 
Interest. The first la a further selection from Boris 
Godounov. This it the tcene immediately following 
the famout Siege of Kazan, presented In the God- 
ounov album, where the drunken monk it rolling 
on the floor singing a lullaby to himself while the 
action proceeds all around him. The presentation Is 
extremely fine and It it poulble to visualize the 
scene perfectly. 

The second notable selection it another recording 
of Moustorgtky's famous Song of the Flee. With 
Challapln'a famous interpretation of the same song 
allll on the market, this new recording fairly invites 
comparison. It it tafe to say, even with the techni- 
cal deficiencies of the Chaliapln recording that Mr, 
Klpnis Is the possessor of a far finer voice than hit 
famed predecessor ever owned, this In spite of the 
expected protestations Of old-time .concert goers. In 
addition, Mr. Klpnis' interpretation while slower 
and heavier it certainly the equal of the older one.

The Daily Meets 

FRANK COLEMAN

ontfeal, Friday, January 31, 1947 



On January. 11, 1047, a real pio- 
neer undertaking in the realm of 
Canadian music took place in the 
Gcsu Hall here In Montreal. On that 
occasion the first orchettral concert 
in Eastern Canada to feature works 
by Canadian composers was ini- 
tiated. Struggling against the usual 
indifferent attitude towards new 
music in Canada, a new ensemble, 
the Montreal Sinfonletta, composed 
of the cream of local symphonic 
musiciant, was presented under the 
enlightened sponsorship of the 
French-Canadian cultural organiza- 
tion "L'Ordre de Bon Temps." 
With novelties by French compos- 
ers to balance the" program, the 
Canadian works repretented were 
Danse Villageoise by the dean of 
Canadian composers, Claude Cham- 
pagne (Montreal), Eldon Rath- 
burn's (St. John, N.B.) highly tuc- 
cettful Cartoon No. 2, a Rustic 
Dance and Suite on a French fable 
by Hector Gratton (Montreal), and 
Nocturne and "Bal a l'hulle" by 
Maurice Blackburn, formerly of the 
National Film Board and now in 
Paris. 

Surpatttng all expectation!, the 
concert was hailed by both a cap- 
acity audience and the prêts. 
Thomat Archer of the Gazette ac- 
corded it "one of the mott con- 
struelive steps in Montreal In the 
patt teveral yean," while the In- 
ternational Service of the CBC 
picked up a half-hour portion to 
tend to Hi short-wave audiences. 
Undoubtedly, the outstanding artis- 
tic tuccetl Of thll musical innova- 
tion was due to the courage and 
Initiative of the orchestra's re- 
sourceful young Canadian conduc- 
tor and writer, Frank Coleman. 

In an interview, Mr. Coleman, a 
tllm. dark, 23-yeer old Montrealer. 
revealed many InteresUng facts 
concerning himself, and alto dis- 
cussed tome of the problems, char- 
acteristics and future development 
of music ln~ Canada. Despite his 
age; he has taken a mott acUve 
part in the furtherance of our cul- 
tural life. Mr. Coleman, whote 
father It Canadian and whose 
mother comet of an old Huguenot 
family, ' very early cherithed ' the 
ambition of becoming a conductor, 
and It hat been to thit realization 
that all his 'subsequent training 
and activities have been carried 
out. 

After preliminary studies on the 
viola" and piano, he entered the 
viola class of the well-known 
teacher Louli Ballly at the newly 
established Provincial Conserva- 
tory here In Montreal, where his 
other teachers jncluded Jesn Valle- 
rand, Marvin Duchow and Gabriel 
Cuaton. To gain experience, he 
was accompanist and violin In 
local ensembles and In the chorus 
of the Columbia and San Carlo 
Opera Companies and at musical 
director of the MRT and other 
amateur groups. He conducted 
the flnt Youth Symphony In Mont- 
real; Introduced South American 
workt here for. the Inter-American 
Association and the Pan-American 
Union In Washington, and Inaugur- 
ated concerts for servicemen. 

As he is thoroughly bi-lingusl, 
Mr. Coleman hat been able to play 
the role of cultural ambassador in 
interpreting Canadian national cul- 
ture to others, both here and 
abroad. His many activities In this 
field include being a co-founder 
and editor of the French and Eng- 
lish music magazine "Diapason"; 
contributing articles on Canadian 
mutic to home and foreign publi- 
cation!, lecturing to music clubs, 
newtpaper reviewing and radio In- 
terviews of musical personalities. 
An authority on ballet and theatre 
music, he wàs commissioned by 
Columbia Concerts to orchestrate 
a ballet for Mouradoffs Foxehole 
Ballet Company. This score has 



since been performed by the Tor- 
onto and New Orleans Symphony 
Orchestras. 

Mr. Coleman is currently musical 
director for the Montréal theatrical 
company, "Les Compagnons" and 
hat been Invited to direct the New 
York Little Symphony at Carnegie 
Hall and to travel in the Uriion of 
South Africa for command perfor 
mances during the Royal Tour. He 
has also lectured at Boston Unlver 
sily and over the radio in Boston 
and New York on Canadian theatre 
and music." 

Turning lo the main topic of in- 
terest—Canadian music— Mr. Cole 
man felt ttrongly the dearth of 
Canadian music performed by our 
local orchestras and conductors, the 
latter contending that to present 
works by native composers was 
costly and that audlènces preferred 
the "embalmed" classics. The falsity 
of these statements was amply 
proven by Mr. Coleman's concert. 
He felt that, ultimately, it could 
only be Canadian musicians who 
wbuld have the penonal concern 
and patience to search Out and per 
form our mutlc. He remarked that 
"people always shy from any sér 
ious discussion of terioui things 
and what tradition they claim .to 
have, is often a faite, or, at best 
an incomplete one." 

"Modern muilc in classical form 
is not thé stuffy academic exercise 
some people think It It. nor thé 
wild nolty blastt others believe It 
to be. Of thé plecèt on the pro 
gram, there it variety in every 
number, some are intpired from 
the folk lore of our province, 6th 
ers are more abstract, yét évéry 
one is melodic and hat genuine in 
terett." It represented for the firtt 
time locally a dittinct attention to 
Canadian composer!." 

Shunning direct Britiih influ 
ence and preferring a mixture Of 
Latin, Celtic and American trends 
Mr. Coleman aummed up the tit 
nation by laying "Our own Can 
adian compotert have yet to found 
a definite tchool and national tra 
ditlon, but they have ihown them 
telves not only extremely com 
petént technically, but Imaginative 
and individual as well. For the size 
and age of our country, we should 
be proud of what they have tc 
complished despite all manner 
difficulty. They need, above all, 
the encouragement of repeated hear 
Ingt."

99 Rca Victor' records 
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Quebec Labor 
Discussed by 
Desaulaiers 



Mr. Desaulnlers, chairman of the 
Quebec CCF party, initiated yester- 
day the series of discussions on 
Quebec currently sponsored by the 
CCF club. He discussed the prob- 
lem of labour policy, one of the 
major ones faced by democracy to- 
day. 

After tracing the evolution of 
labour legislation in our province, 
he pointed out that the best law 
gave no protection in the hands of 
a hostile administration. This he 
illustrated by his experience In Mr. 
Duplessls' home town, Trois 
Rivieres. The Policemen's union, of 
which he was lawyer, was trying 
to get recognition. The law granted 
it the right to such recognition. But 
the local administration was dead 
set against the intrusion of the for- 
signers from Montreal. The IocbI 
labour board, torn between its de- 
votion to the law and to their jobs 
compromised by procrastinating 
long enough to let the city council 
wreck the union. 

; Mr. Desaulnlers concluded his 
talk by expressing his opinion that 
Quebec trade unions would con- 
tinue to grow. And that, as they be- 
came more active, the days of ad- 
ministrations such as Mr. Duplessis 
were numbered.

McGill Debaters to Meet 
Princeton Away on Feb. 21 



McGill has received an Invitation 
from Princeton University to de- 
bale on February 21, the lopic 
"Resolved that labor should have 
a direct share in the management 
of industry." McGill has accepted 
the offer and will send to Prince- 
ton Ted Hugessen and Isadore Ro- 
senfeld, two of the most outstand- 
ing speakers at McGill. 

This invitation is an honor to 
McGill and a tribute lo McGill de- 
baters for the "Whig— Cleosophic 
Literary and Debating Society" of 
Princeton has an enviable record 
and history. It Is the oldest society 
of its kind in North America and 
with the debating societies of 
Harvard and Yale produces the 
highest standard of University De- 
bating in the United Stats. 

McGill will be well represented, 
for Hugessen and Rosenfeld, both 
gold key holders, are polished 
speakers, who during their associ- 
ation' as a team, have- never lost 
a debate. Last fall they trounced a 
Harvard team, and In the I.U.D.L. 
last, year they handily won both 
their debates. 

The "Labour versus Management" 



resolution is well known to Prince* 
ton debaters for it is the National 
Debating Proposition of United 
States universities this year. Each 
university must uphold and deny 
the topic many times during the 
year. 

The McGill speakers will oppose 
two olher American universities on 
the same week-end. The faculty 
member In charge of the Middle- 
bury University Debating Society 
has sent a personal invitation to 
Rosenfeld and Hugessen to debate 
against a Middlebury team, the de- 
bate to be broadcast on station 
WJOI, Burlington, for half an hour. 
Each speaker will make a three and 
a half minute speech and the re 
maining IS minutes will be for cross 
examination of one team by the 
other. This is "Oregon Style" de 
bating, and is considered to be the 
most difficult form of debate. 

Rutgers University, also high In 
debating circles, has challenged 
McGill and it is hoped this debate 
will be held on February 20. On the 
next day the McGill team will 
travel the 19 miles from RutgcVs 
to Princeton for the debate at 
Princeton. 



College Head 
Sees Increase 
In Drinking 

College students are consuming 
more alcoholic drinks .today than 
formerly and creating a new prob- 
lem for education, Mildred McAfee 
Horton, president of Wellesley Col- 
lege, reported yesterday . 

-Although the town of Wellesley 
is dry and so is the college, the 
girls at home and away from col- 
lege are drinking more than they 
used to dp," she told 750 women 
attending the annual luncheon of 
the New York Wellesley Club, held 
at the Roosevelt Hotel. 

"Where, In your opinion, is that 
not true?" Mrs, Horton asked. 

She said she believed that "the 
moral standards of college stu- 
dents are more closely correlated 
with those of their parents than 
with any other factor." 

Case of One Student Cited 

She cited the case of one student 
who resented the attitude of the 
college in deploring excessive 
drinking. 'The student took it as 
a criticism of her parents who fre- 
quently drank to excess at home," 
she said. 

Drinking posed a new problem 
for education, for as social patterns 
change, this change is reflected in 
the college, she declared. Colleges, 
today, recognize their responsibility 
in helping students meet problems 
that are created both outside and 
in the home and in other environ- 
ments, she asserted. 

"We hear pretty disturbing tales 
about students leading - riotous 
lives," Mrs. Horton said. "We hear 
a lot about the liquor problem on 
the campus and we are asked if 
college students are going to ele- 
vate American life or, out of the 
privileges they receive, are going 
to deprave it. 

Answering this, she said she did 
not fear "for the well-being of 
America, If all. young people show 
as mature Judgment as the stu- 
dent of 1947." 

Discuss Teachers' Income 

In discussing faculty incomes, 
she said that the salaries of teach- 
ers would become adequate only 
"when society realizes that teach- 
ers are important." 

They cannot improve, she de- 
clared, as long as "parents send 
girls to college for social contacts, 
for opportunities to meet Harvard 
men or the cultural opportunities 
of Boston or Poughkeepsle." 

."When they want disciplined 
minds, they'll pay to get them," 
she asserted. 

The luncheon was also 'the oc- 
casion for Mrs. Horton to announce 
the appointment of Mrs. William 
Greenough Thayer Jr. as New 
York regional chairman of the 
seventy-fifth anniversary fund. 

Among those present were Mrs. 
George Mooney of the class of '88, 
and Miss Grace Andrews. Mrs. 
Caroline Emerson and Mrs. Her- 
bert K. Twitchel of the class of '89.

Northwestern 

Outlines New 
Teachers Plan 

Chicago, January 25.— Northwest- 
ern University has inaugurated a 
new program of education which 
is designed to develop in the pros 
pective teacher the understandings 
and skills of the educated person 
as well as the successful teacher, 

In formulating the program, 
James Monroe Hughes, Dean of 
Education, and a group of profes 
sors ignored the traditional credit 
system and all established courses 
and departments of the university. 
They devised a . system of sixteen 
units, four of which the student 
will take each year. 

Half the units will be concerned 
with broad cultural areas, cutting 
across departmental lines and util, 
izing a staff of instructors repre- 
sentative of the best scholarship In 
their respective fields. These units 
will include "The Bases of Social 
Life." "Modern Society" and 
"Music, Graphic and Plastic Arts 
and Philosophy." 

Teaching is done cooperatively, 
For example, in the unit of 'The 
Bases of Social Life," six {profes- 
sors— an anthropologist, economist, 
historian, • philosopher, sociologist 
and psychologist— will cooperate in 
conducting the classes. The pro 
fessors sit in the classes and par 
ticipate in student discussions. 

By overcoming departmental bar- 
riers, the units of study reduce the 
divisions of knowledge to a mini- 
mum and permit the student to 
see the wholeness, rather than the 
diversity, of human knowledge and 
experience. Dean Hughes said. 

"At the completion of his four- 
year program of study the student 
will have had an opportunity to 
develop broad understandings and 
skills," he continued. "He will be 
'at home' in his physical world and 
in his social environment 

"At the same time, he will have 
become an. Individual equipped to 
seek his fullest possible self-ex- 
pression in its highest form in lit- 
erature, philosophy, music, the arts 
and scientific exploration."
